The examiner adivises the applicant that even though the claims 1 , 8 and 13 were amended to overcome the examiner's rejection under 
35 USC 112 2nd paragraph, the applicant failed to respond, and thus overcome, the examiners rejection to the said claims under 35 USC 
103(a) in respect to the 2nd reference of Oshawa. 

The subject amendment has not changed the examiner's rejection based on 35 USC 103(a), and therefore the amended claims remain 
rejected because the analogous art of Oshawa teaches a scrambler and de-scambler which is put to use in a memory test configuration 
where data and address are scrambled and de-scambled at the inputs and outputs of the memory device (see Oshawa Abstract).
